brary Association and by the state asso- 
ciations was a very successful affair and 
is reported in more detail elsewhere in 
this issue.

At this 
writing, we are still waiting for the rec- 
ommendations for appropriations for 
the Library Services Act to come out of 
a House-Senate Conference Committee. 
Librarians in Washington were much 
encouraged by the Senate recommenda- 
tion for the full $7,500,000 appropria- 
tion. 

I am pleased to announce that a new 
special committee to write the history 
of the Michigan Library Association has 
just been set up, consisting of Gail Cur- 
tis, Maud Grill and Dorothy Hagerman, 
under the chairmanship of Samuel Mc- 
Allister. Since we are one of the oldest 
library associations in the country, it 
seems important that we should be 
acquiring a permanent record of our 
history and of the people who con- 
tributed to its development.

Plan to stay for the 
full four days and enjoy the opportu- 
nity to hear and meet outstanding 
speakers from the library and cultural 
world. Beginning with Flint’s own Wil- 
liam D. Chase, nationally known expert 
on George Bernard Shaw on Wednes- 
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day afternoon, and continuing with 
Verner Clapp, President of the Library 
Resources Council on Wednesday night, 
Russell Lynes, Managing Editor of 
Harper’s Magazine, at the banquet 
Thursday night, and David Clift, Execu- 
tive Director of A.L.A., on Friday 
morning, it will end with Dr. Bergen 
Evans, professor of English at North- 
western University at the Conference 
luncheon Saturday noon. Five of the 
general sessions are being sponsored by 
Sections and Committees, and you will 
see from the program that they deal 
with many of our current practical 
problems. You can all participate in 
the Saturday morning “Shop Talk” 
where we have assembled a fine group 
of experts to guide the conversations. 


We hope that when the Conference is 
over you will feel that it has made some 
contribution toward pointing up our 
responsibilities for a “Lifetime of 
Learning”. 


My final message can only be one of 
deep appreciation for the privilege of 
serving the Michigan Library Associa- 
tion as its president and for the coopera- 
tion that I have received from the 
Executive Board, the Chairmen of Sec- 
tions and Committees and Districts and 
from the membership at large, with a 
special bow to our efficient and charm- 
ing Executive Secretary. It has been a 
wonderful year, and I thank you all for 
making it so.

The National Li- 
brary Week program will be evaluated 
in 1961, prior to the ALA conference 
in Cleveland, and a decision on contin- 
uation after 1962 will be reached at that 
time. The 1960 observance has been 
scheduled for April 3-9 and William I. 
Nichols, editor and publisher of This 
Week magazine has been named chair- 
man of the national steering committee.

ANNUAL REPORTS 


MICHIGAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


COMMITTEE FOR THE STUDY OF LIBRARY LAWS 


The Committee for the Study of Library Laws held one formal meeting during 
the past year. It was decided to wait for the forthcoming State Plan for Libraries 
before any extensive study of the present library laws was undertaken. The request 
that the basis for distribution of penal fines, as it relates to school districts, be 
examined was referred back to the County and Regional Libraries Section for their 
study and recommendations. 

During the year one article, Penal Fines: Their History, was written and sub- 
mitted to the Michigan Librarian. A study of financial support for libraries in 
Michigan was made. The percentages of the total support derived from local sup- 
port, from state aid, and from penal fines was tabulated for all county and regional 
libraries and for the majority of local libraries serving over 25,000 population.

INTELLECTUAL FREEDOM 


The Intellectual Freedom Committee has had no occasion for manning the 
ramparts during the last year—nor has it met. A meeting is scheduled for the Flint 
conference. We hope the new Committee will approve. The 1958-59 chairman is 
compiling a summary of major developments on the intellectual freedom front 
during the year for possible publication in the Michigan Librarian. 

At a meeting somewhere during the year, the chairman of the Committee re- 
marked that his Committee is one of the Association’s volunteer fire departments. 
Clover Flanders commented cogently that fire prevention is an important function 
of such a committee. Our Committee has neglected this function this year—and 
other years, we think. We hope that our successors will correct this defect. We 
volunteer individually to help. We all know that the cause of intellectual freedom 
is but imperfectly served in many libraries in the state. Very few of our smaller 
public libraries, for example, “stick their necks out” to make available in optimum 
degree titles which are likely to elicit adverse local reactions. Nor do publishers 
publish them for that matter—such is the state of intellectual freedom in much of 
the world toduy. Few librarians want to be martyrs—nor do we want them. 
But, we have a responsibility to tame public opinion, and we have powerful poten- 
tial allies in the local press and other so-called media of communication. We 
should be exploiting every possible means to achieve, ultimately, real intellectual 
freedom in the libraries of Michigan.

LEGISLATIVE 


LEGISLATION: 

1. Penal Fines: The penal fines bill died in committee and had apparently been 
introduced merely as a pro forma matter, much as one might repeat a budget 
request several years in a row. One bill did pass, which will give townships broader 
authority to pass ordinances; however, disposition of the fines remains the same. 
The matter still bears watching, although increased sales tax receipts on the basis 
of the 1960 census will make it difficult for the larger townships to present their 
needs as being quite so desperate for the next few years. At any rate, thanks to 
the cooperation of the membership, especially the county librarians, a good deal 
of information has been compiled which may be useful if we have to fight the 
townships again. 

2. County Library Law Amendment: This was introduced at the request of 
one of the county library boards and would have entitled the county superintendent 
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of schools, who is an ex-officio member, to the same compensation as other board 
members. This bill, too, died in committee. 

3. Transfer of the State Library for the Blind from the State Institute for the 
Blind to the State Library: A bill was passed authorizing the administrative transfer, 
although the library will, for the present, remain in Saginaw. No money was 
provided for a trained librarian, which the library does not now have. 

4. Appropriations: No increase in state aid or the appropriation for the State 
Board for Libraries. A $500 increase each for the State Librarian and the Assistant 
State Librarian to go along with the 7% increase ordered by the Civil Service 
Commission for civil service personnel. A token increase of $2,500 for binding at 
the State Library—all that the Conference Committee retained of a House amend- 
ment to increase the book and binding fund by $25,000. 


COMMITTEE ORGANIZATION AND WORK: 

1. At our workshop in the fall and a second meeting in January it was decided 
that committee members should concentrate on working in their MLA districts, 
along with some watching in Lansing. Little of the latter was necessary since the 
journals of both Houses came out promptly and were scanned for news of legisla- 
tion which might interest us. District organization resulted in excellent citizen 
contacts in some areas, but more work should be done in this connection, especially 
in the districts of members of the two appropriating committees. 

2. Most of the Lansing work was done by the chairman. This resulted in a 
te‘ter understanding of the legislative process and the prevailing atmosphere and 
in a number of excellent legislative contacts, leaving us with a backlog of good will 
for next year. While the circumstances were against us and the presentation of 
an amendment from the floor of the House is the least efficient way of getting an 
increase, the House vote on our amendment was phenomenal (64-32, including 
the Speaker and the Floor Leaders of both parties among the yeas). 

OTHER ACTIVITIES: 

1. The Committee received an invitation to present a summary of its organiza- 
tion and work at a Federal Relations Committee meeting at the ALA Midwinter 
Conference. This was done by Messrs. Martelle and Harlan and the chairman, and 
a great deal was learned from the reports of activities in other states. Particularly 
impressive was the role played by trustees in some areas in getting library legislation 
passed. 

2. Margaret Soderberg, the Federal Relations Coordinator, reorganized the 
letter and telegram committee lists by congressional districts with the help of the 
State Library, adding names for districts which had not been previously covered. 
One mailing was sent out. Federal Legislation as a whole was covered in the May 
Legislative Newsletter. 

3. Together with the Trustee and the County and Regional Libraries Sections, 
the Legislative Committee is sponsoring the Friday afternoon General Session at 
the October conference. Tentative plans include the advice of an experienced leg- 
islator, a panel discussion, and role playing. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1. That present Committee organization be continued, with committee mem- 
bers taking turns coming to Lansing at appropriation time also, so as to back up 
the chairman and obtain a better understanding of what goes on. 

2. That the membership at large redouble its efforts to cultivate good relation- 
ships with their legislators at home, particularly the members of the two appropri- 
ating committees, and that special attention be paid to obtaining the support of 
prominent citizens (preferably those who have some connection with the legislators 
to begin with), who will work with the legislators when action on the home front 
is required.

MEMBERSHIP 
The Membership Committee met at the Grand Rapids convention because it 
seemed to be the best time due to the distances the members would have to travel 
for a latter date. It was the only meeting we had together though phone calls and 
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letters were frequent. Certainly a chairman could not have wanted a better com- 
mittee nor had a more cooperative one. 

A letter was sent to Dr. Wagman asking that a table be provided at the district 
meetings. Letters to each district chairman were also sent out. Members of the 
committee attended the various meetings and were in charge of collecting dues. 

One of our main objectives for this year was to concentrate on institutional mem- 
berships. The whole committee cooperated on composing a letter to be written to 
librarians to encourage instituitonal memberships. Every librarian whose library 
was not a member of M.L.A. was written a personal letter with the result that we 
have about twenty more institutional memberships than last year. 

All delinquent members were sent a form letter together with the calendar of 
events for the year, the brochure MEET YOUR MICHIGAN LIBRARY ASSO- 
CIATION, as well as a business reply envelope along with schedule of the dues. 
Close to 700 of these letters were mailed. However, at this time our membership 
stands at 1573, about 130 less than we had last year at this time. Both trustees and 
personal memberships are down close to 100 members. This may be explained in 
part to the increase in the dues. We hope membership will hit over the 1600 mark 
before the year is out.

NEWCOMERS 

The annual Newcomers Day sponsored by the Michigan Library Associa- 
tion was held Wednesday, April 29, 1959, at Kellogg Center in East Lansing. 
Eighty-two persons attended the conference of librarians new to library work 
in the State of Michigan. 

The conference, which is held to acquaint newcomers with the Michigan 
library scene, provided them an opportunity to learn about the various activi- 
ties of the M.L.A. and the State Library. The morning program was an inter- 
esting panel discussion of “Busy Days for the State Board for Libraries and 
the State Library”. 

At the luncheon which followed, Samuel W. McAllister of the University 
of Michigan reminisced about personalities and programs during the years 
he has been affiliated with the Michigan Library Association. This talk was 
followed by brief remarks from Miss Katharine G. Harris, current M.L.A. presi- 
dent, on the Association’s activities this year. The program was concluded 
with reports from several M.L.A. committee chairmen on the work being done by 
their groups.

NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 

The Committee was gratified at the generous response of the membership in 
submitting names to be considered for office. This extensive list facilitated the 
work of the Committee at its customary January meeting. Preliminary lists for 
lst Vice President (President-Elect), 2nd Vice President, Secretary and Trustee 
Member-at-Large were made at this all-day meeting; subsequent work on the slate 
was carried on by mail and telephone. Ballots, mailed in September, will be 
counted by Mr. Walter Kaiser and members of his staff, the results reported to the 
President and announced at the Annual Conference in October. 

Over the years a collection of written traditions governing the selection of the 
various offices has been built up; following them has a tendency to complicate the 
work of the Nominating Committee. The present Committee suggests that the 
Executive Board plan to review the statements periodically.

PUBLIC RELATIONS 

Several meetings of the Committee were held during 1958-59. The Committee 
had been requested to arrange for the publication of a pamphlet on penal fines. 
After much discussion a, folder was published in the late spring of 1959 as a joint 
effort of the Michigan Library Association and the Michigan State Board for Li- 
braries. 5000 copies were run initially, at a cost of approximately $162.80. There 
were certain additional committee expenses. At present writing the larger part of the 
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initial run has been used and recommendation is now made that a second running 
of 5000 be authorized. The estimated cost of this re-run is about $50.00. This 
will provide opportunity to eliminate the poor inking of sides 1 and 2 of the 
pamphlet. 

Arrangements have also been made to conduct a meeting on Library Public 
Relations at the Flint Conference in 1959. Mr. John Gray, Supervisor, Publications 
and Information, Department of Conservation, Lansing, has agreed to do an analy- 
sis of current local library public relations efforts based upon samples which are 
being provided for him, and to come up with an evaluation of such efforts. Pro- 
vision has also been made for discussion at this meeting. 

The Chairman wishes to thank the officers of the Association and the members 
of the Public Relations Committee for the cooperation extended this year.

RECRUITING 

On January 17, 1959 the Recruiting Committee met at Michigan State Univer- 
sity Library. The core group had met previously and suggested possible areas for 
the committee’s work this year, and these ideas plus others were weighed and 
several possible fields of concentration were selected. Materials in the recruiting 
files were examined and decisions made on their disposition. 

Since then some of the committee have worked on studying all the available 
recruiting pamphlets, etc., evaluated them, prepared a bibliography and published 
it in the Michigan Librarian. They are now duplicating the list for distribution, 
ordering duplicates of the materials for display and limited distribution, and pre- 
paring a scrapbook of all materials listed in the bibliography. 

Another group is preparing a display for a booth at the M.L.A. conference in 
the fall which can be converted for use at career days, etc. 

Other members of the committee have been examining and experimenting with 
methods of recruiting college students, particularly assistants within their own 
libraries. 

The committee also gave a recruiting talk at the Utica High School, sent pam- 
phlets to Utica and a Student Library Assistant Workshop at Kalamazoo, and 
assisted the Flint career-day committee. 

A representative was sent to the Joint Committee on Librarianship as a Career 
meeting at A.L.A. in Washington where the role of that committee and its rela- 
tionship to all the member committees was discussed and referred to a committee 
for further study and recommendations.

SALARY, STAFF AND TENURE 

The Salary, Staff and Tenure Committee’s aim this past year was to study the 
condition of professional staff salaries and vacancies in Michigan public libraries 
and to make this situation known to the members of the Michigan Library Asso- 
ciation and local government officials. 

A questionnaire sent to the fifty largest public libraries elicited the following 
information: 

Number of staff members and the salary range for each position. 

Number of professional staff vacancies. 

Number of professional staff members actually needed now budget permitting. 

Number of professional vacancies anticipated in the next five years. 

Desired beginning professional salary. 

The results of the survey were tabulated and printed in the June, 1959 issue of 
the Michigan Librarian. 
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The Michigan Municipal League, an association of Michigan cities and villages, 
was contacted and presented with copies of our survey for their information and 
research files. 

A summary of the Committee’s survey is to appear in the September, 1959 issue 
of the Michigan Municipal Review, the official organ of the Michigan Municipal 
League, circulated to over seven thousand municipal workers.

SCHOLARSHIP 


The establishment of an outright grant to a library school student is the major 
accomplishment of the Scholarship Committee for this year. Since the scholarship 
funds continue to grow due to generous contributions at district meetings and since 
requests for workshop grants are decreasing, the Scholarship Committee and Ex- 
ecutive Board felt our Association’s scholarship activities had matured to a point 
where we could make an outright grant. At the present time $100 is the amount 
of the grant; but we feel sure that in a year or two the amount may be increased. 
Or perhaps, the then operating Scholarship Committee and Executive Board might 
determine that two or more grants of $100 should be given. 

The recipient of MLA’s first grant is Mrs. Roberta Cheney who is working in 
the Cass County Library and attending Western Michigan University, Department 
of Librarianship. 

The Bement scholarship loan is active; one loan of $300 was repaid to the 
Association and two loans of $300 were made; one to a Western Michigan student 
and one to a University of Michigan student. 

As stated previously, the need for workshop grants is diminishing due to the fact 
that library boards more and more are accepting the responsibility of providing 
funds for their employees to attend workshops. This year, only one request was 
made and a grant was made. 

One goal of this year’s Scholarship Committee was not accomplished. We had 
hoped to do a spectacular job of informing college counselors, placement officers 
and library schools of the funds available from MLA for serious and responsible 
library school students. Because the information sheets on the workshop grants, 
scholarship loans and the new grant had to be revised and reprinted, we were not 
able to do adequate publicity. 

The “Dollars for Scholars” campaign at the spring district meetings resulted in 
the following collections to augment the scholarhip funds:

TRUSTEE CITATION

long enough before Conference to enable her to have the full record of achieve- 
ment for each candidate while at Conference. Then she may meet with the mem- 
bers of the M.L.A. Council, State Board for Libraries and State Library staff during 
Conference to collect additional material and to make the necessary decisions 
regarding the candidate or candidates for the state of Michigan. 

As soon as the deadline is known, whether it is December Ist or April 1st, the 
committee will have the material ready to send to the American Library Associa- 
tion jury.

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ADULT EDUCATION 


In 1957 the Adult Education Section, through a series of Advisory Committee 
reports, made a number of recommendations concerning the role of this Section 
in the Association and the activities for which it should be responsible. The sum- 
mary of these reports covers four pages and the comments range from, “the Sec- 
tion should hold an annual spring meeting devoted solely to adult education prob- 
lems”, to “we are all busy . . . most librarians carry on some form of adult educa- 
tion activity in their work and have little time to go booming ahead with additional 
projects”. 

Contrary to the popular opinion that once reports are printed they are forgotten, 
the Section officers for the years 1959 studied their reports and based this year’s 
efforts upon several of the most practical recommendations. We were also very 
much aware that library circulation “boomed ahead” while staff shortages became 
more and more critical. 

The Section concerned itself with four major activities for the year. 

1. A Program Planning Training Session for MLA District chairmen was 
planned by Muriel Fuller and Kenneth King and held on December 5, 1958. In 
addition to receiving typed summaries of all the practical program planning 
techniques, the District chairmen also had an opportunity to direct questions to 
MLA officers formerly responsible for District meetings throughout the state. 
It was generally agreed that this type of training session provides the basic in- 
formation necessary to good planning. This special program is in keeping with 
the advisory committee recommendation that the proper role of the Section 
ought to be to train members in AE skills and techniques. 

2. The recommendation that we meet jointly with the Adult Education As- 
sociation of Michigan at their annual conference was carried out full scale this 
year. Not only did AEA-M seek our active participation, it titled the confer- 
ence “The Annual Conference of the Adult Education Association of Michigan 
—The Michigan Association of Public School Adult Educators and the Adult 
Education Section, Michigan Library Association”. 

Most of the credit for the cooperation between AEA-M and MLA goes to Muriel 

Fuller, who is now Vice-President of AEA-M, and to Section vice-chairman, 

Forrest Alter, who served as the general liaison person and as Exhibits chairman 

for the conference. Your chairman was invited to serve as Program chairman 

and speak on the subject, “How is Adult Education meeting Community Prob- 
lems in 1959?”. The conference theme “Adult Education and Community De- 
velopment” was of particular interest to some forty librarians who attended the 
meetings. A special meeting arranged by Ransom Richardson and Forrest Alter 
of the Flint Public Library, gave librarians the chance to learn something of the 
unique adult education program, “Detroit Adventure, 1959”. Two of the most 
active planners of “Detroit Adventure, 1959”, Ruth Rutzen, Detroit Public 

Library, and Hamilton Stillwell, WSU/U of M, discussed the program in some 

detail and indicated its potential for other cities in Michigan. 

3. The Advisory Committee suggestion that this Section survey the AE activi- 
ties now being carried on in Michigan libraries was narrowed to one important 
aspect—that of public library service to an aging population. This emphasis 
was considered especially timely in view of this year’s ALA Workshop on Aging 
and the forthcoming White House Conference on Aging. 

The 1958 ALA questionnaire on Public Library Service to an Aging Population 

was revised and sent to some thirty Michigan libraries serving a population of 

25,000 or more. Response to the survey was excellent and indicated that while 

some libraries gave considerable special attention to older people, others treated 

them as they did any other reader and even felt that older people resented any 
special labeling or attention. 

4. A strong recommendation from the Advisory Committee that this Section 
hold a meeting of general interest at the Annual Conference will again be 
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followed this year. At the Third General Session on Thursday, October 22, 10 

a.m. - 12 noon, we will present the results of our survey during a discussion of 

“Michigan’s Public Library Services for an Aging Population.” Representatives 

of public libraries will discuss their own programs and consultants in the field 

of aging will comment on present and potential programs. 

Interest in adult education activities is growing rapidly and 20% of the MLA 
membership is now also attached to the Adult Education Section. With the 
projected expansion of the Library Community Project and the Adult Education 
Association of Michigan, librarians will have many new opportunities to cooperate 
with local educators, businessmen, and citizens. 

I would like to acknowledge and thank Vice-Chairman Forrest Alter, Secretary- 
Treasurer Miriam Altman, State Library Consultant, Muriel Fuller, and the librar- 
ians who responded to our survey for giving so much time and effort during a year 
when we have never been so busy in our own respective libraries.

The 
Committee is investigating the Bro-Dart integrated order-catalog service and the 
service offered by University Publishers, Inc. It is also considering the feasibility 
of issuing a new sheet from time to time giving information regarding jobbers, 
dealers, discounts, etc. The Committee will cooperate with Mr. McGregor in 
studying draft specifications for the next book supply contract. Members of the 
Committee for this year are: Virginia Alexander, John Hafenrichter, David Max- 
field, James Skipper, Howard Sullivan, Donald Vincent, and Hazel DeMeyer, 
Chairman. 

The College Section was featured in the June Michigan Librarian.

COUNTY AND REGIONAL LIBRARIES 

The County and Regional Libraries Section re-elected all officers at the annual 
business meeting held during the Michigan Library Association conference at 
Grand Rapids. Mr. Joseph A. Parisi, Jr., Executive Secretary of the Michigan 
Township Association was the luncheon speaker. 

A January 19th meeting was held at the new Monroe County Library building. 
The speakers for the day were Mr. J. S. Gray, editor of the Monroe Evening News, 
who spoke on Edward D. Ellis, Father of the original penal fine law and Mrs. 
Lillian Navarre, Chairman of the Michigan State Board For Libraries. The group 
of forty discussed the future fall meeting, a possible April trustee meeting and the 
state standards for receipt of penal fines. Mrs. Mary Daume, Monroe County 
librarian, was the hostess for the day. 

The Dunning-Hough Library at Plymouth was the meeting place of the April 
24th, County Librarian-Trustee Meeting. Mr. Walter Kaiser and other Wayne 
County Library staff members were hosts for the day. At the morning business the 
group voted to participate with two other sections on a program on legislative 
problems at the annual fall conference. Leonora Hass, losco-Arenac Regional 
librarian and Vice-Chairman presided at the afternoon session. Mr. Herbert 
Mutschler and Mrs. Mary Daume demonstrated audio-visual materials available 
from their libraries, including 16mm films, filmstrips, phonograph records and 
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pre-recorded tapes. Many of the materials are inexpensive and within the reach 
of the small libraries. 

Mr. Harold Harlan, Mr. Norman Bunker and Mrs. Daume presented the follow- 
ing resolution after being appointed to a special meeting during the morning 
session: “We propose that the County and Regional Libraries Section of the 
Michigan Library Association go on record as favoring a moratorium on the en- 
forcement of present certification standards as applying to penal fines, until the 
results of the study being made by the Joint Committee on Library Standards are 
accepted. We further propose that the County and Regional Libraries Section urge 
all its members to regard the present standards as desirable goals under such time 
as new standards of library service are adopted, and to use the penal fines fund 
wisely to that purpose.” The group unanimously adopted this resolution. It was 
also decided that the Chairman appoint a committee to study the effect of changing 
the method of distribution of penal fines from school district census to federal 
census. 

During the October annual conference at Flint, the section will have its annual 
business meeting on Friday morning at which time there will be election of officers 
and will also have its luncheon Friday noon. Mr. Walter Kaiser, Director of the 
Wayne County Library, will speak on county library building trends and also will 
show slides.

John W. Tenney of Wayne State University as the main speaker.

Julia Russell and Mrs. Marian McCrady representing public and school libraries, 
respectively. District 10 M.E.A. meeting in Flint at the same time, will share in 
our section meetings . . . whenever possible. At Friday’s Section luncheon, Octo- 
ber 23, Dirk Gringhuis will speak on: A Lifetime of Learning Librarians.

Council Meeting to act for the Council in the interim 








The A.L.A. Council held two meet- 
ings during the Annual Conference. 
Prior to the first meeting a session was 
held with the Executive Board to re- 
view and to clarify the minutes of the 
Bocrd’s 1959 Midwinter meeting. 

The Council was again primarily 
concerned with questions concerning 
the A.L.A. Constitution and By-Laws. 
Many of these questions have arisen as 
a result of the recent reorganization of 
A.L.A. At the time of the reorganiza- 
tion the Council was designated as the 
policy making governing body of the 
Association. The Executive Board was 


between meetings but its action was 
subject to review by the Council. The 
Council is very jealous of its preroga- 
tives and is very concerned when 
changes are proposed to the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws which would rob it of 
some of its powers. A special commit- 
tee headed by Walter Kaiser recom- 
mended a change in the By-Laws that 
would have deleted the statement that 
“A Division shall have the authority 
to act for A.L.A. as a whole”.

Most of the recommendations of the 
Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws were accepted with the exception 
of those sections 9-12 of Article VI of 
the By-Laws which would have fe- 
stricted Division activity. 

A report on National Library Week 
was accepted and it was agreed that 
the National Book Committee and the 
A.L.A. would jointly sponsor National 
Library Week through 1962. In 1961, 
prior to the Cleveland Conference the 
program is to be evaluated by N.B.C. 
and A.L.A. so that decision can be made 
at that time as to whether the program 
is to be continued after that year. The 
dates for National Book Week in 1960 
are to be April 3 - 9th. 

There has been some discussion rela- 
tive to the size of Council and whether 
a group that large can properly func- 
tion as a deliberative body under the 
present conditions. A committee head- 
ed by Flora B. Ludington recommended 
that at the Midwinter meeting in 1960, 
that at one session the voting and non- 
voting members be seated separately. 
The committee wishes to continue its 
study. 


Council accepted a report that re- 
sponsibility for copying equipment 
should be transferred from Copying 
Methods Section of the Resources and 
Technical Services Division to the 
Building and Equipment Section of the 
Library Administration Division. 

The American Association of School 
Librarians requested and received per- 
mission to seek departmental status in 
the National Education Association 
while remaining a division of the Amer- 
ican Library Association. 

A general plan for financing the 
building of the new headquarters build- 
ing was approved. 

Two new awards were accepted. The 
Clarence Day Award of $1,000 a year 
for three years has been established by 
the American Textbook Publishers In- 
stitute and a Library Literature Award 
of $500 a year for a period of five years 
by the Scarecrow Press to recognize 
outstanding work in library literature. 
Congressional Luncheon 

The Congressional luncheon held 
during the Annual Conference of the 
A.L.A,. in Washington was both an im- 
pressive and a gala occasion. The 
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luncheon was sponsored by the Associa- 
tion of State Librarians and the Federal 
Relations Committee. Every member 
of Congress was invited to attend by a 
librarian from his own state. About 
nine hundred librarians, trustees and 
congressional guests attended. 

While the Conference was in session 
the Senate passed the Library Services 
Appropriation Bill allowing the full 
amount $7.5 million that had been au- 
thorized. The House had previously 
passed a $6 million appropriation so 
the matter was referred to a Conference 
Committee from the House and Senate. 
The latest report is those states that are 
able to match for the $7.5 million will 
have available to them for the first time 
all the funds authorized by the legisla- 
tion. 

The luncheon was held to express the 
gratitude of the library profession for 
the Congressional support of library leg- 
islation. The meeting was informal and 
there were no formal speeches. Presi- 


dent Greenaway welcomed the guests 
with one of the shortest speeches on 
record. Conversation at all of the tables 
was spirited and gay. The tables were 
decorated by state flags and banners. 
Some of the states had also included 
samples of the products manufactured 
or grown in their states. 

Michigan was fortunate to have Con- 
gresswoman Martha Griffiths, Congress- 
man Charles C. Diggs, Jr., Thaddeus 
Machrowicz, George Meader, August 
Johansen and James O’Hara as our 
guests as well as Congressman Bentley’s 
administrative assistant. Many of the 
Congressional delegation from Mich- 
igan were attending the official opening 
of the St. Lawrence Waterway. 

Congresswoman Griffiths expressed a 
desire to know whether the libraries in 
Livonia, Northwest Detroit and North- 
west Wayne County are able to supply 
the books needed by their patrons. 
(Librarians concerned please take note 
and let Mrs. Griffiths know.)

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Report on AALT Conference 


It was such a wonderful experience 
to represent Michigan at the AALT 
Trustee Institute in Washington, D.C. 
on Saturday and Sunday, June 20 and 
Ps 


“The Library—A Tool to Build a 
Better America” as the theme, Mr. 
David Clift, Executive Director of ALA 
opened the Workshop with a very in- 
spiring message. 

182 trustees from 32 states were reg- 
istered and a large number of librarians 
also attended the meetings. At the 
Round Table Discussion on the Trus- 
tee’s Responsibilities for Policy-Making, 
Finance, and Interpretation of the Li- 
brary to the Community, we learned 
most states have the same problems, of 
how to teach adults that the public 
library is an educational institution as 
well as a recreational center. It is 
much easier to plan a good program 
than to get people to put your plan into 
action. Trustees must be informed on 
their community needs, legislative pro- 
gram, and also be responsible for seeing 
that new trustees are appointed be- 
cause of their interest in libraries and 
not because they are somebody’s friend. 

Jack Dalton, Director, ALA Inter- 
national Relations Office, was the speak- 
er for the Conference Banquet on 
Saturday evening. He told of his many 
experiences in other countries and their 
great need for books. 

An interesting program was a skit put 
on by the Trustees of Arkansas about 
their trips by bus to visit libraries in 
diferent parts of the state, and to na- 
tional conferences. They had two 
screp-books showing pictures of these 
exciting trips. 

The National Assembly of Library 
Trustees discussed the reports of the 
Action Committee, Library Services 
Act, Membership Committee. It was 





also felt that the Pre-Conference Insti- 
tute was such a success it was voted to 
have another two day meeting next 
year. 

I think everyone left the Conference 
with the feeling that they had met many 
enthusiastic trustees and gained many 
ideas to take back to their respective 
states, and the trip to Washington had 
been a big success.

Report of the Action Development 
Committee American Association 
of Library Trustees 


The American Association of Library 
Trustees is dedicated to the principle 
that free public libraries shall truly be- 
come the cultural centers of the nation, 
and that they must take their place, not 
only as cultural centers, but as progeni- 
tors, through self education and group 
improvement in all levels and segments 
of society, of the nation’s heritage of a 
democratic way of life. It subscribes 
to the belief that each library must 
strive to reach the new standards set up 
by the American Library Association as 
speedily as possible in pérsonnel, ad- 
ministration, physical equipment, and 
services. 

To accomplish these objectives the 
AALT sets for itself these tasks: 

A. To raise the standards of trustee- 

ship, the AALT will: 

Encourage the utilization of every 
available resource by trustees as in- 
dividuals and as boards to increase 
their competency in policy direction 
to raise library standards. This can 
be accomplished through home 
study, correspondence courses, 
group study, and discussion. 

Assist local boards of trustees to 
realize their functions as an agency 
for public relations and a liaison be- 
tween the public and the library to 
inform the public of library service 
and progress, and to inform the li- 
brary staff of public needs, desires, 
and complaints. 

3. Encourage each library trustee to be 
a member of his state association 
and each board to have at least one 
membership in both state and na- 
tional associations. An educational 
campaign should be set up utilizing 
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the services of state agencies, asso- 
ciations and the ALA. A prerequi- 
site to this campaign is a realistic 
and sympathetic attitude toward 
trustees by professional librarians, 
that trustees, as lay people respon- 
sible for library policy must be 
informed and wholeheartedly ac- 
cepted as an integral part of the 
public library and not as a neces- 
sary evil to be tolerated and by- 
passed whenever possible. Con- 
versely, boards of trustees should 
admit librarians to their councils 
and confer freely with them in all 
discussions concerning the work and 
progress of their respective libraries. 
Encourage responsible authorities in 
each state to prepare a handbook 
for the use of library trustees. This 
handbook would include laws, local 
and state, applicable to trustees and 
libraries and other pertinent infor- 
mation that would serve to guide 
and improve the standards of trus- 
tee service and thus library service. 


Propose that each state carefully 
study its trustee appointive system 
and work for an effective method 
of assuring the appointment of the 
best possible persons to this im- 
portant board. 

Urge ALA to study ways of giving 
more effective coverage in the ALA 
Bulletin of information of value to 
trustees. 

Encourage trustees to know and 
understand the federal Library Serv- 
ices Act, its implications to all levels 
of government and library adminis- 
tration, and how it can be used most 
wisely and effectively. 

Help local trustee boards under- 
stand procedures and problems in 
library financing. This is partic- 
ularly important to insure that li- 
braries get their rightful share of the 
tax dollar—not what is left after all 
other governmental agencies are 
provided for. Basic formulas 
should be worked out so that trus- 
tees may set up realistic budgets. 


To raise the standards of librarian- 
ship, the AALT will: 

Make concerted attempt to raise the 
pay of professional librarians so 
that libraries can successfully com- 
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pete for competent personnel with 
other professions. 


Organize a program for the en- 
couragement of promising young 
people to consider and enter libra- 
rianship as a career. 


Encourage the establishment of in- 
service training courses in library 
work for staff members in coopera- 
tion with schools for librarians in 
each state. 


Give serious study and considera- 
.tion to the establishment of a new 
intermediate classification in library 
science to be known as library 
technician. Present library clerical 
workers and others, for whom the 
attainment of the advanced degree 
in library science is impossible, 
could look to this intermediate clas- 
sification in library science as an 
achievable goal beyond the purely 
clerical work. This would be in 
line with the classification of tech- 
nician in other professions, such as 
engineering, dentistry, and medi- 
cine. 


To raise the standards of library 
buildings and services, the AALT 
will: 
Work for the expansion of library 
operations over the nation to in- 
clude services in all recognized and 
accepted cultural activities so that 
the library contains as wide a 
variety of books, periodicals, pam- 
phlets, newspapers, pictures, slides 
and films, scores, maps, recordings, 
and the various forms of micro- 
reproduction as its resources will 
permit it to purchase and maintain. 


Strive for an expanded building pro- 
gram for modern libraries over the 
nation providing new and additional 
facilities where possible, and re- 
modeling and modernizing of ob- 
solescent plants where new building 
is not practicable.
